his Thoughts, Indeed one can ſcarcely 
write that he was too ſuſpicious. too appre- 
henſive, though queſtionleſs he was by rea- 


ſon of his reſtleſs Jealouſfies a trouble to 


himſelf as well as others, ſo that which did 
him good one Way, did him hurt another. 


Although, as hath been already faid, his 


Flies and Familiars were uſeful to him for 
the diſcovering of Conſpiracies, the reveal 


. wg of which no Queſtion preſerved him |: 


from many Dangers from being attempted, 
his Nature being almoſt married to Trou- 


bles, his confidence made him ſucceſsful, to 
go through them; his cunningalways wind- 
ing him out, he being the more ready, and 


ſharpened by the Occaſions of Perils : hows 
loever the dazelings of his ſuſpicions gave 
his Induſtries enough to do to fave himſelf 
and help others. Queſtionleſs he had Wiſ⸗ 


dom, and a ſtrange kind of rule and ſtrain of 


Government, which all Men acknowledged 
in the bittereſt of Times. His Armies nei- 


unfortunate. As his great judgment in lead- 


ing as well as preſerv ing them, in Courage 
perſonally fightmg with them, "determined -- 
him to be both a daring Soldier, and an ex 
pert Commander; which indeared his Sol- 


diers ſo much fo him, as that they ſuffered
